That the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty will be opposed from 
the outset by a vigorous and determined 
lobby there can be no doubt. From the West

competition uitb Cuba and Porto Rico that 
they could no! stand the pressure. On the 
other hand, the bcnetjts tljat will be derived 
by the country at largo through the ratifica- 
tion are so immeasurably superior to tin; 
supposed damage to the few that it is ex- 
pected tiie \vUii counsels will prevail, and 
that tlie treaty will receive a sufficient sup- 
port to insure its ultimate enactment, for an 
enacting bill will be necessary to carry it 
into effect after it shall have been ratified 
by the Semite. Mr. llitt. member of tiie 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, s-iys 
that on one point there has been a decided 
misunderstanding in reuard to this treaty. 
It lias been frequently staled that the dufy 
on American flour was not reduced (b 
any perceptible degree by the instrument.
